NEW! The HP-6 as a Crowning Plane 

One important edge treatment not easily accomplished with a router is 
the crown cut. This is particularly true with the thin stock found in well 

designed boxes, cases, jew¬ 
elry dividers, partitions, etc. 
Now you can produce flaw¬ 
lessly crown cuts with our 
new HP-6 Crowning Sole 
and Iron Set. 

Specifically, a crown is a 
true arc-segment profile 
used primarily to avoid 
the amateurish look of 
square edged stock. The 
HP-6 Crowning Sole and Iron Set will allow you to “crown” widths up 
to 5 /8 m , making it the perfect tool for box makers, toy makers, and other 
smaller scaled projects where design considerations are important 
because of the scale of your work. 



Left: Square edged projects are rarely elegant and 
most often represent the easiest and the most primi¬ 
tive of design choices. Right: Crowned miters are 
beautiful and are a subtle feast for the eyes and 
always graceful to the touch. 


Perfectly centered crowns are easily achieved in conjunction with one 
fence and guide rail. Depending on the 
width of your stock, the complete crown 
can be cut with six or seven passes. Wider 
stock (up to Vs"), we recommend making a 
few stock removal cuts with a block or bench 
plane and use the crowning plane for the 
last couple passes to complete the crown. 
Offset crowns definitely require the use of a 



When intersecting crowned 
elements, each successive per¬ 
pendicular element is narrow 
in height so that the inter¬ 
secting crown falls just below 
the lip of the mating crown. 
This creates a wonderful hier¬ 
archy of order, particularly 
if the intersecting elements 
become thinner.

These sole/iron 
combinations are a pure joy to use.

(Figure 3), and the circular scoring cutter (Figure 5), 
and the HP-6 becomes a small rabbet plane suitable 
for either right or left handed users. (Figure 10).

Using the flat sole and iron (Figure 3), both guide 
fences (Figure 3) and mitered rails (Figure 4), the 
HP-6 functions as the finest chamfer plane (Figure 9) 
you have ever used.

sharpened and are 
ready for immediate use. 
They protrude from the front of the collet 
(length) approximately 2- 1 A"- Although marking 
knives are not difficult to sharpen, the right and 
left-hand knives are a bit easier than the spear point 
because their bevels are longer. 


The hardened (Rc 55-59) awl points are made from 3 /i6 M diameter 
high carbon steel and gracefully taper to a fine conical point. The 
straight awl point protrudes from the handle approximately 3 -V 2 " 
and the bent awl tip protrudes approximately S- 1 /^. 


The total length of the polished and waxed rosewood handle is 
approximately 4- 3 /4 M and is just over 1 inch in diameter at the widest 
section. When not in use, all six pieces rest securely in their leather 
protective tool roll. The MK-1 is a beautiful and compelling addition 
to any shop where fine lines and/or accurate score cutting is desired.
